New and Used Car Sales Stopped 
Between Years '70-71; Note Decline

Taxable sales in California soared to $13.66 billion 
for the first quarter of 1973, it was announced by State 
Board of Equalization member George R. Reilly. This tops 
the similar quarter of 1972 
by $1.9 billion, or 16.2 per 
C(>.nt. 

Reiily said extending the 
•sales tax lo gasoline is re¬ 
sponsible for approximately 
43 per cent of the growth, as 
2.46 billion gallons were pur¬ 
chased at an c\stimatod cost 
of .$897 million. Wit.hoiut 
gasoline sales included, the 
taxable sales growth would 
have been 8.9 per (X>nt. Ris¬ 
ing prices accounted for 4.3 
p(>i cent of the upswing, 
leaving the actual growth in 
physical volume of good.= 
sold at 4.6 per cent. 

Although the monetary 
amount of taxab'e .sale's eun- 
tinues te) increase, after ad¬ 
justments are maele f o'

rising prices, the- ye-arto- 
ye'ur q.U'erlerly increase in 
the actual volum,. of gejeids 
sold has been e-nn.steintly ele- 
clining over the last five 
qiiierteis fmm a .high of 10.1 
pe'r ce'.nt in the' fourth ejuar- 
ter of 1971 tee a low of 4.6 
pe'r ce'nt for the mei.st reee'nl 
quarter.

Every da.v more a,rd more 
resident.s of ihf urbanized 
San Gabriel Valley are adop- 
tin.g this ve.salile vehicle 
eillinr for roceafion or trans¬ 
portation. llo'usew’ivps lide 
bicycles on .sJioppi.ng trips, 
students use them to com¬ 
mute to school, entiri' fami¬ 
ly's *nke extended hicych;

Sierra Madre is not a particularly noisy place, com¬ 
pared to most metropolitan areas or non-residential areas 
of middle-sized cities. But, in common with other com¬ 
munities of its size, it does have sources of noise which 
are at times disturbing to many. Most mentioned are im¬ 
properly muffled motorcycles and other vehicles, barking 
dogs, rock bands and power tools. 

The Sierra Madre Environmental Action Council (SM-

gard to an updated anti-noise ordinance to replace the 
present limited statutes which date from about 19-30. Tlie 
City Planning Commission, in consultation with SMEAC.

New Parking 
Rules Asked 
By Chief Tom 


Chief of Police Tom Ken¬ 
dra presented the City Coun¬ 
cil a new proposal for an 
amendment to the Parking 
Ordinance of the City of 
Sierra Madre. 

Changes requested by the 
Ctiiof were in the sectio,n on 
Commercial Vehicles in Rcsi- 
identinl District. He recom¬ 
mended the change to read; 
“No vehicle exceeding 7 i'eot 
in width, or 7 feet in height” 
shaij be parked in the resi¬ 
dential district for more 
than five hours. The amend¬ 
ed section will allow the 
parking of small commercial 
vehicles in tlie residential 
zone, hut prohibit the park¬ 
ing of larger trucks and 
largo campers. 

Another section an "All 
Night Parking P.-chibiled'’’ 
w.Tuld allow the Chief of 
Police to issue i}ermits for 
vehicle.s that do nor exceed 
the dimensions mentlaned 
above, including any struc¬ 
ture thereon. This amend¬ 
ment will deny the use of 
lliG streets for storage to 
oversize vehicles and will 
allow ihe Police Department 
to issue overnight parking 
permits to smaller commer¬ 
cial vehicles .not exceeding 
7 feet in height or width. 

Still another sub-section 
on th.T same section limits 
the period of pcrltTng not to 
exceed five ccinse c u t i v e 
nights without the .payment 
of the investigation fee re¬ 
quired. This will extend the 
parking privilege from the 
existing three nights to five 
for tliose who are found to 
be visitors lor the better part 
of a week. 

After hearing Chief Ken¬ 
dra, the City Council in¬ 
structed the City Attorney to 
bring in the neees.sary Ordi- 
.nance to affect the change.s 
d&sired by the Chief ot 
Police.

FICTITIOUS NAME LAW 


2. QUESTION: Who must file the required new 
statement of doing business under a fictitious name? 

ANSWER: All Individuals, partnerships and 
corporations which operate under names not their 
own must file. All old certificates expired June 
30, 1971. 


11. QUESTION: What is the cost of filing and 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Statutory filing fee for the new 
statement, inclusive of mandatory certification of 
a copy by the County Clerk, is $10.00. Publica¬ 
tion charge for the four insertions of the notice is 
determined by the selected newspaper. 


12. QUESTION: Can two or more fictitious name 
businesses operating under different names from the 
same address but owned by the same person or per¬ 
sons file and publish under a single statement? 

ANSWER: Yes, provided two or more filing 
fees of $10.00 each are paid the County Clerk for 
multiple Indexing, and provided that printer's proofs 
of publication are provided the County Clerk for 
filing with the original copies of the consolidated 
statement. Most newspapers will make an additional 
charge for each additional firm name. 


4. QUESTIQN: What is the purpose o^ the ficti¬ 
tious name procedure? 

ANSWER: The requirements have been in ef¬ 
fect in California since 1872 and are designed to 
protect the consumer by enabling him to identity 
the person or persons with whom he is really dealing. 


6. QUESTIQN: Must all firms doing business 
under a fictitious name publish at the time of filing? 

ANSWER: County Clerk of Los Angeles County 
has ruled that effective July 1, 1971, all registrants 
under the new law must publish. 


8. QUESTIQN: Is a filing of the new form 
since January 1, 1971, adequate? 

ANSWER: Yes, filings under the new law 
have been accepted since January 1, to be effec¬ 
tive July 1, 1971, 


Sierra Madre News 


1. QUESTIQN: Vk'hen does the new Eiutitious 
Name Law take effect? 


ANSWER: It took effect on July 1, 1971. 


3. QUESTIQN: What is a Fictitous Firm Name? 


ANSWER: Qne that does not include the 
surname of the operator, or one that implies the 
ownership participation of others such as Brothers, 
Sons, Associates, Company"; or if a corporation 
owner, a name different from that registered in the 
Articles of Incorporation. 


5. QUESTIQN: Must all firm presently doing busi¬ 
ness under fictitious names file new statements? 


ANSWER: Yes, all must re-file under new 
code sections of the Business and Professions Code 
which replace those in the Civil Code: The new 
sections are 17900-17930 and also Sections 7540 
and 10159.5 and Section 10522.5 of the Business 
and Professions Code, and Section 12300.2 of the 
Financial Code. 


7. QUESTIQN: Precisely what is the process for 
publishing? 


ANSWER: Publication must be made once a 
week for four weeks in a qualified newspaper cir¬ 
culating in the area of the affected business. Publica¬ 
tion must be commenced within 30 days after filing. 
And proof of publication must be filed with the 
County Clerk within 30 days after completion of 
publication. 


9- QUESTIQN: What is the penalty for failure 
to file and publish? 


ANSWER: Qne penalh/ will be inability to 
maintain a court action until the law has been com¬ 
plied with. In addition, most banks demand evidence 
of filing and publication prior to opening an ac¬ 
count under a fictitious firm name. 


10. QUESTIQN: Where are the printed forms to 
be obtained for this filing and publication pro¬ 
cedure? 


ANSWER: Free forms and service are avail¬ 
able at most newspaper offices or at any office 
of the County Clerk, or from California Newspaper 
Service Bureau, Inc., 210 South Spring Street, Los 
Angeles, California. Phone MA 5-2541. 


13. QUESTION: Will a change in residence ad¬ 
dress of an individual or member of a general part¬ 
nership doing business under a filed fictitious name 
make necessary a publication when filing is repeated 
at the end of each five year period? 

ANSWER: Yes, publication will be required 
when re-filing is made at the end of each five 
year period if there has been any "change in 
information" which makes a new statement differ 
from the old one. If there have been no changes 
in the statement from one five year period to the 
next, no additional publication will be required. 
However, this issue cannot be raised until 1976 and 
the years thereafter. 


15, QUESTIQN: After July 1, 1971, will all new 
filings require pubication? 

ANSWER: All new filings will require pub¬ 
ication until December 31, 1976. (Ruling of the 
County Clerk of Los Angeles County.) 


16. QUESTIQN: What other values do registrants 
gain through publication of Fictitious Firm Names? 

ANSWER: Evidential proof of priority is esta¬ 
blished in the event competitors later use or file 
under the same name. Also their is direct advertising 
value for the firm through publication four times 
in a local newspaper of substantial circuatlon of the 
name and address of the business, it being noted 
that newspapers frequently print such names in 
black face type In capital letters, spaced separately. 


17. QUESTION: Where can I see the new law? 


ANSWER: Most of the sections are quoted 
on printed form obtainable free from: 


14. QUESTION: Is it mandatory that a single 
style of printed form be used in filing and pub¬ 
lishing of Fictitious Name Statements? 


ANSWER: County Counsel of Los Angeles 
County has ruled that any form is acceptable pro¬ 
vided it is of the 51/2 by 11-Inch dimensions pres¬ 
cribed by the State Judicial Council for forms, 
and provided it embraces all items specified in 
Section 17913 of the Business and Professions Code, 
and without regard to other material that may be 
printed on the forms for identification or informa¬ 
tional purposes.

Speakinq 

The People Must Know 

By Howard Jarvis,

The press is now playing up "illegal” corporation con¬ 
tributions to the Committee to Reelect the President so 
I though readers ought to know about both sides of the 
coin and the entire truth rather than just a one sided 
sample. 

A heavily Democratic Congress passed a law prohibi¬ 
ting business corporations from contributing to candi¬ 
dates for federal office. The penalty for violation is a 
heavy fine or prison, or both. The penalty applies to both 
giver and taker alike. 

However, labor union corporations were exempted 
from the law. Business corporations could not contribute. 
Labor corporations could contribute. It General Motors 
gave .$1000 to a Nixon campaign it was a crime. It COPE 
the corporation arm of the AFL-CIO corporation gave 
$1(K)0 to the Humphrey campaign it is not a crime. (It 
was reported by AP that labor gave $13 million to Huni- 
phrey’s Presidential campaign.) 

You might ponder what happens to “equality before 
the law” when who you are determines when the law 
applies to you. 

Take the case of Pierre Salinger running for the U.S. 
Senate in California and the Farmei' John Corporation. 
Farmer John gave Salinger $.30,000 for his Senate cam¬ 
paign. Salinger never reported it to the Secretary of Stall, 
but it got out. 

Farmer John Corporation was quickly convicted and 
heavily fined, but Salinger, who had been high in the 
Kennedy administration was never charged with anything. 
No one called for an investigation. The press dropped the 
story in one day. Salinger went back to Washington and 
on to Paris, smelling liki' a rose. Senators Tunney and 
Kennedy pretended they didn’t know and shielded their 
boy in siknicc. 

Of course, the AFL-CIO proclaims, with a straight 
face, that union members contributions to COPE are sliict- 
ly voluntary, and union members who are Republicans are 
simply elated to be able to divvy up to elect Democratic 
candidates, and no pressure or persuasion is over used. It’s 
all in the si)irit of "biotherly love.” 

Hut political colors do change, so AFL President George 
Moany, in the last election, ordered unions not to put any 
money in the fh'orge Me Govern campaign under throat of 
('xpulsion from the national body. Because this coercion is 
all txjund up in a “blue ribbon” law which the Deniocrat.s 
passed in a non-political mood of “equal justice for all” the 
campaign moiu'y isstu* is nothitig but a bucket of steam, 
and don't let anyone tell you that it was not planned that 
w.'iy on i)urpos('. 

Pittsburgh, Pa., Brookline Journal; “One of the most 
serious problems facing American business is productivity 

how to increase the output of goods or services without 
a corresponding increase in the cost of maternals or labor 
.... the mechanisms for increasing productivity already 
exists . . .

Only the return of th(‘s(' men could alleviate 
their wiv('s’ heartache, but the federal government is try¬ 
ing to lessen some of the hardships of the fatherless fami¬ 
lies by awarding generous sums of money and benefits to 
the wives. If a husband’s status changes from MIA to KIA 
I killed in action), government aid incri'ases. 

This humanitarian gesture speaks volumes for the 
American way of life, for it shows how important the in¬ 
dividual and his problems are to the community. One 
widow, for exaniiilo, fouitd she Wiis eligilile for imyments 
totaling $!)1,(M)0 initially and $822 a month thereafter. Once 
a d('ath certificate is issued, a widow is eligible for immedi¬ 
ate payment of $15,001) in National Survivors Life In¬ 
surance. Other monetary compensation includes special 
savings trust funds, immediate gratuity payments, social 
security tax I'efunds and payments, a monthly dependent 
indemnity compensation and educational assistance. 

The vast majority of our servicemen performed val¬ 
iantly in a war-torn land so far away. It is only right that 
we honor them now by caring for the loved ones they 
left behind. 

Welcome Back, Mr. Ford 

Wrecked cars are being imported into Hungary to 
provide spare parts of that country’s ancient autos. By 
contrast, in the U.S., photographs of junked autos have 
become a favorite method of showing how wo are burying 
ourselves in garbage. 

As with most problems, this one may solve itself. In¬ 
flation and gasoline shortages could mean fewer and longer- 
lived automobiles; and, beyond that, if there is an increase 
in demand for old autos abroad, the U.S. may find itself 
in a new export business and relieved of its unsightly 
junkyards. The day could come when a picture of an auto 
junkyard might be a nostalgic reminder of a more affluent 
era. When that time comes, the environmentalists may be 
pleased and the ecology pure as driven snow, but it is 
doubtful if there will be universal happiness in a frugal, 
rationed society. Wo might go full circle and, by the year 
2000, welcome the return of a now Henry Ford and a new 
generation of imaginative private enterprises who once 
again want to produce goods and services for the common 
man.
